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Symphony  orchestra  gets  Abraham  Lincoln  violin

Only  four  days  short  of  Abraham 
Lincoln's  birthday,  the  Springfield 
Symphony  Orchestra  received  the 
L  gift  of  a  violin  in 

KFVTFW  the  president's 
name  in  a  brief 
dedication  cere- 
mony during  Saturday  night's  con- 
.  cert. 

The  "Abraham  Lincoln"  violin, 
crafted  by  North  Carolina  violin  mak- 
er John  Sipein  honor  of  the  16th  pres- 
ident of  the  United  States,  was  given 
by  David  P.  McNight,  who  delighted 
the  audience  with  a  tune  in  Blue 
•  Ridge  Mountain  "fiddle"  style  before 
presenting  it  to  association  president 
Dr.  Donald  Miedema. 

Kenneth  Kiesler,  music  director  of 
the  SSO,  then  handed  the  instrument 
to  Concertmaster  Gabriel  Pegis,  who 


demonstrated  (in  a  lovely  unaccom- 
panied Bach  solo)  that  the  only  dif- 
ference between  a  fiddle  and  a  violin 
is  the  music  that  is  played. 

It  was  a  concert  of  "Number 
Two's,"  according  to  Kiesler  in  his 
Concert  Comments  prior  to  the  per- 
formance —  The  Beethoven  "Leon- 
ore  Overture  No.  2,"  the  Sibelius 
"Symphony  No.  2"  and  a  "Double 
Concerto  for  Two  Percussion  and  Or- 
chestra" by  Anthony  Cirone. 

Somewhere,  however,  he  got  his 
math  mixed  up,  because  the  concert 
also  included  a  "Symphony  for  Eight 
Timpani  and  Orchestra."  This  was 
probably  the  most  interesting  work 
on  the  program.  Johann  Carl  Chris- 
tian Fischer,  an  18th  century  compos- 
er, is  credited  with  this  work,  which  is 
really  more  of  a  concerto  than  a  sym- 
phony. 

Percussion  soloist  David  Collier 
admitted  that  it  was  unnerving  to  be 


in  front  of  the  orchestra  instead  of 
behind  it,  but  he  proved  admirably 
athletic  in  attacking  all  those  kettle- 
drums. In  the  1700's,  these  drums 
didn't  have  the  pedals  like  those  of 
today,  and  each  drum  played  only 
one  note  of  the  scale. 

Remarkably  melodic,  the  piece 
gave  us  a  refreshing  new  look  at  an 
instrument  that  we  sometimes  think 
only  provides  the  thundering  drama 
of  the  orchestra. 

Equally  fascinating  was  the  Cirone 
double  concerto,  for  it  added  many 
more  percussion  instruments  — 
snare,  field  and  bass  drums  —  even 
cowbells  and  gongs.  I  usually  take 
notes  while  listening,  but  Kim  Shelley 
and  Michael  Faris  kept  me  so  en- 
tranced that  the  piece  was  over  be- 
fore I  wrote  a  word.  Very  rhythmic 
and  contemporary  (written  in  1968), 
it  was  a  complete  contrast  to  the  Fi- 
scher. 


The  Beethoven  opened  the  pro- 
gram, and  although  this  may  not  be 
everybody's  favorite  of  the  three 
"Leonores,"  I  was  struck  once  again 
by  Kiesler's  mastery  of  Beethoven.  I 
think  perhaps  his  genius  with  this 
composer  lies  in  the  fact  that  he 
doesn't  try  to  over-manage  or  over- 
dramatize  the  music;  he  lets  it  speak 
for  itself.  Beethoven  was  a  master 
dramatist  himself,  and  when  he  de- 
cided to  "let  'er  rip,"  no  one  does  it 
better. 

The  Sibelius  second  symphony  was 
superb;  the  second  movement's  dark, 
threatening  mood  was  particularly 
well  done,  and  the  finale  was  glori- 
ous, providing  a  fitting  climax  to  a 
beautiful  concert.
